Landmark arena design 
includes costly extras 


Anchor. Public input 
sought on concept for 
downtown complex

City council got a first look at 
the downtown arena’s architec¬ 
tural master plan Wednesday 
— a landmark that will act as 
anchor and catalyst to the en¬ 
tire downtown entertainment 
district, and that, if approved, 
will cost the city up to $89 mil- 
hon more to build. 

The added costs took some 
councillors by surprise — 
such as the extra $7 million 
the city would have to pay 
for a proposed adjacent com¬ 


munity arena. 

But Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said the numbers aren’t new 
and that motions were passed 
and budgets approved prior to 
today’s meeting. 

“Maybe some coimcillors 
didn’t read their reports,” he 
said. “What I’ve seen today is 
an incredibly dynamic build¬ 
ing. Other projects will be built 
aroimd it over time — our focus 
now is that arena.” 

Mandel also said he’s confi¬ 
dent the previously established 
SlOO-milhon shortfall for the 
project will come from the 
province. 

“Now that the new govern¬ 
ment is in place, we’ll be fine. 
I believe in the province, and 
they have a responsibility to 
participate.”

People forced to leave their 
homes because of a wildfire 
in east-central Alberta are 
being allowed to return. 

The Municipal District 
of Bonnyville has lifted an 
evacuation order for the 
area aroimd Fors 3 fthe Lake, 
saying fire conditions have 
improved and the risk to 
property has been reduced. 

Authorities are asking 
people to avoid roads 
leading into the fire region 
to allow firefighters to do 
their work. 

Boaters should also stay 
off Moose Lake as water 
bombers are collecting 
water there. 

There are more than 
40 fires burning in the 
province. One of the most 
serious is in the Grasslands 
area north of Edmonton. 

Geoffrey Driscoll of 
Alberta Environment 
said there are more than 
300 firefighters working 
throughout the province to 
beat back the blazes.

Statistics show that one in 
three girls and one in six boys 
will be sexually abused. On 
average, girls will be abused at 
the age of 12 and boys at four.

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Quebec tries 
to restore 
some order

Student protests 
continue as 
government drafts 
emergency plan to 
suspend school year 


The Quebec government has 
announced plans to suspend 
the current academic session 
for striking students in an at¬ 
tempt to restore order in a 
province plagued by unrest. 

Premier Jean Charest 
says he will table emergency 
legislation. 

The legislation would 
temporarily halt the spring 
semester for the minority 
of faculties paralyzed by the 
strikes, push up the summer 
holidays, and reconvene stu¬ 
dents in August so they can 
complete their spring session 
before starting the fall one. 

Charest would not address 
reports that the legislation 


will also impose stiff fines on 
picketers blocking access to 
classrooms. 

He said the details would 
be revealed when the legisla¬ 
tion is tabled. 

“It’s time for calm to be 
restored,” Charest said at a 
podium, fianked by four uni¬ 
versity rectors or association 
officials. 

“Access to education is a 
right. Nobody can pretend to 
defend access to education 
and then block the doors of a 
CEGEP or university.” 

“The current situation 
has lasted too long. ... Que¬ 
becers have a right to live in 
security.” 

The conflict has lasted 
three months and caused 
considerable damage — with 
numerous injuries, countless 
traffic jams, a few smashed 
windows, subway evacua¬ 
tions, clashes with law en¬ 
forcement, a heavy police 
bill, and of course disruptions 
to the academic calendar.

Popular beauty queen 
replaced. Pageant 
winner says she was 
lied to; judge says 
contest was a ‘sham’ 


First came complaints that 
the winner of the Miss World 
Fiji pageant looked too West¬ 
ern to represent her country. 
Then her age came under 
scrutiny. And now, with the 
16-year-old’s crown lost, one 
of the judges says the contest 
was rigged from the start. 

The pageant has turned 
into a fiasco in this South 
Pacific nation of 900,000. The 
pageant’s director is avoiding 
questions as fans of the beauty 
queen, Torika Watters, flock 
onhne to support her. 

Watters was crowned Miss 
World Fiji last month by an 
international panel of judges 
led by New Zealand super¬ 
model Rachel Hunter, winning 
the opportunity to represent 
the country at the world com¬ 
petition in China in August. 

Soon after, however, doz¬ 
ens of people posted mes¬ 
sages on the Miss World Fiji 
Facebook page questioning 
whether Watters represented 


Fijian beauty or was simply a 
mirror of Western ideals. 

Two weeks after she won, 
Watters wrote on her Face- 
book page, pageant director 
Andhy Blake told her she 
couldn’t compete for Miss 
World because she is too 
young. The competition re¬ 
quires contestants be at least 
17, but Watters said Blake 
previously assured her “it was 
fine” because he had received 
prior approval for her entiy 
from international organizers. 

Organizers of the Fijian 
event over the weekend an¬ 
nounced a new winner; Koini 


Vakaloloma, 24. 

A message on the Miss 
World Fiji Facebook page 
Tuesday said that Watters had 
voluntarily stepped down and 
that reports connecting the 
decision with racism or her 
age were “untrue.” 

One of the judges, Fijian 
fashion designer Hupfeld 
Hoerder, said Wednesday that 
the judging was a sham. 

He said there was no note¬ 
taking or judging criteria 
during the competition and 
that Blake had pressured the 
judges to name Watters the 
winner, the associated press

Arson. Large family 
targeted in fatal attack 


A father of 17 who lost six 
children in an arson attack 
on his central England home 
described Wednesday how he 
made a desperate attempt to 
rescue the siblings after the 
blaze broke out. 

Mick Philpott broke down 
in tears as he recalled before 
reporters his thwarted efforts 
to reach the children, who 
were sleeping in their beds 
in upstairs rooms when the 
fire began to rage in the early 
hours of Friday morning. 

Five of the sibhngs were 
killed immediately while a 
sixth died in hospital Sunday 
as a result of his injuries. 

Police confirmed that the 
fire broke out after fuel was 
poured through the mail 
box on the front door of the 
house, and said they plan to 
question Philpott and the chil¬ 
dren’s mother to determine 
why the home may have been 
targeted. 

“What 1 can tell you is that 
the fire was started deliber¬ 
ately,” said Derbyshire police’s 
Assistant Chief Const. Steve 
Cotterill. 

He said that it would be 
“important that we talk to Mr. 
and Mrs. Philpott about what 
happened,” but insisted they 
were being helped by pohce

officers as they grieve. 

Philpott had previously 
featured on British television 
in programs about his extra¬ 
ordinarily large family. 

Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence, Philpott offered thanks 
to members of the community 
who had supported his family 
since the blaze — including 
an unnamed boy who tried to 
help him reach his children.

Serb commander’s 
genocide trial opens 



The Hague. Ratko 
Mladic is also accused 
of crimes against 
humanity, war crimes 


Ratko Mladic was a shadow of 
the swaggering general who 
“held Sarajevo in the palm 
of his hand” during Bosnia’s 
1992-95 war as his long-await¬ 
ed genocide trial opened 
Wednesday. 

Mladic is accused of com¬ 
manding Bosnian Serb troops 
who opened the war with a 
campaign of murder and per¬ 
secution to drive Mushms and 
Croats out of territory they 
considered part of Serbia. 
His troops rained shells and 
snipers’ buUets down on civil¬ 
ians in the 44-month-long siege 
of the Bosnian capital, Sarajevo, 
and butchered 8,000 Muslim 
men and boys in Srebrenica in 
July 1995, Europe’s worst mas¬ 
sacre since World War II. 

Twenty years after the war 
that left 100,000 dead, Bos¬ 
nia remains divided into two 
ministates — one for Serbs, the 
other shared by Bosnian Mus¬ 


lims and Croats. 

Mladic fled into hiding and 
spent 15 years as a fugitive be¬ 
fore international pressure led 
to his arrest last year. He is held 
in a one-man ceU in a special 
international wing of a Dutch 
jail and receives food and med¬ 
ical care that would likely be 
the envy of many in Bosnia. 

People who gathered in 
the Serb stronghold of Pale to 
watch the trial on television 


applauded as they saw the ex¬ 
general enter the courtroom. 

“Mladic is our hero, it’s sad 
that we see him there,” said 
Milan Ivanovic, a 20-year-old 
law student. 

The fact that he is on trial is 
a victory for international jus¬ 
tice and hailed by observers as 
evidence that war crimes tribu¬ 
nals often get their indicted sus¬ 
pects, even if they have to wait

Assad also cautioned against 
meddling in Syria, warning 
neighbouring nations against 
serving as transfer points for 
contraband weapons. 

The UN estimated in March 
that the violence has killed 
more than 9,000 people, and 
himdreds more have been 
killed since then as a more re¬ 
cent revolt transformed into an 
armed insurgency. 

The decision to grant a rare 
interview to Russian TV speaks 
to Damascus’ close ties with 
Moscow, with Syria being the 
Kremhn’s last ally in the Middle 
East.

Workersface sexual 
harassment: Report 

Female farmworkers across 
the United States are com¬ 
monly sexually harassed and 
assaulted, in part because 
their immigration status 
makes them fearful of calling 
police, according to a report 
released Wednesday by Hu¬ 
man Rights Watch. 

“Our research confirms 
what farmworker advocates 
across the country believe: 
sexual violence and sexual 


harassment experienced by 
farmworkers is common 
enough that some farmwork¬ 
er women see these abuses as 
an imavoidable condition of 
agricultural work,” said the 
report. 

The report describes in¬ 
cidents of rape, stalking, fond¬ 
ling and vulgar language used 
against women, who say they 
often don’t report it because 
they are afraid of being fired 
or deported. 

An estimated 630,000 
migrant and seasonal farm 
work are female.

Skechers USA Inc. will pay 
$40 million to settle char¬ 
ges by the U.S. Federal 
Trade Gommission that the 
footwear company made 
unfounded claims that its 
Shape-ups shoes would 
help people lose weight and 
strengthen their butt, leg 
and stomach muscles. 

Wednesday’s settlement 
also involves the company’s 
Resistance Runner, Toners, 
and Tone-ups shoes and 
claims of deceptive adver¬ 
tising for those shoes as 
well. 

Consumers who bought 
the shoes would be eligible 
for refunds, though it’s not 
clear how much money 
they’ll get. The FTC says that 
will depend on how many 
claims are received in the 
eight-month filing period. 


Wallet workout 


Skechers billed its Shape-ups 
as a fitness tool designed 
to promote weight loss and 
tone muscles with the shoe’s 
curved “rocker” or rolling 
bottom — saying it provides 
natural instability and causes 
the consumer to “use more 
energy with every step.”

Housing. Demand up 
across Canada: Realtors 


The Re/Max real-estate sales 
organization says demand for 
high-priced housing was strong 
in most Ganadian markets in 
the first months of this year, 
with records set in 10 of the 16 
markets it tracks. 

Vancouver was one of the 
six markets where the luxury 
market has cooled off after an 
especially hot period last year, 
but demand in Toronto re¬ 
mained high. The organization 
says the price of luxury housing 
depends on the market, from 
a low of $500,000 in miffsized 
cities such as St. John’s and 


Halifax to a high of $2 miUion 
in the Vancouver area. 

In the case of Regina, which 
had the biggest increase in lux- 
uiy sales this year, there was a 
56 per cent more sales of at least 
$500,000. In Ganada’s most 
expensive market, Vancouver, 
there was a 31 per cent decline 
from last year’s peak with 393 
luxuiy homes sold in the first 
quarter. By contrast, Toronto’s 
market has been hotter than 
last year, with 412 homes sold

Inquiry. 
Politicians, 
press too 
close: U.K. 
minister 

Britain’s politicians and 
its powerful media were 
uncomfortably close while 
Tony Blair ran the country, 
a former U.K. minister said 
Wednesday. 

Jack Straw, who held 
several key posts, told an 
official inquiry into media 
ethics that journalists and 
Blair’s Labour Party had 
forged “very, very close, 
sometimes incestuous” 
ties while Blair strived for 
power, and that those links 
endured when he became 
prime minister in 1997. 

Blair served as Britain’s 
chief for a decade — hand¬ 
ing over to his successor 
Gordon Brown in 2007. Gur- 
rent British Prime Minister 
David Gameron has already 
acknowledged he developed 
ties to the media that were 
“too close” while he was op¬ 
position chief. 

Straw, who served as for¬ 
eign secretary, home secre¬ 
tary and justice secretary, 
said he believed that news¬ 
paper baron Rupert Mur¬ 
doch, whose holdings ex¬ 
tend to television and film, 
took advantage of his rela¬ 
tionships with lawmakers 
to consolidate his media 
interests. 

Straw was testifying be¬ 
fore Lord Justice Brian Leve- 
son, who is investigating 
whether British politicians 
and newspaper proprietors 
traded favours — part of a 
wide-ranging inquiry into 
media ethics.

Adam Lambertisn’t coming off Amerian Idol ora racy Ameiian Music Awards performance, nor is he declaring his sexuality 
in Rolling Stone or posing with a nude modelin Details magazine. The 30year-old glam rocker doesn't mind the lack of a media 
thunderstorm ahead of Tuesday’s launch of his sophomore abum: He relishes the element of surprise, lambert is hoping to 
achieve it with Trespassing, on which he teamed up with the lites of Bruno Mars, Pharrell Williams and Dr. Luke. 

ON LIFE AFTER REALITY TV 


What’s it been like for you 
over the past year after the 
Idol maelstrom died down? 

Lambert: In that time, I 
fell in love (with Finnish 
Big Brother winner Sauli 
Koskinen), which is great. I 
have an amazing relation¬ 
ship. I also got to spend a lot 
more time with my friends 
and family. 

Over tire past year, besides 
taking time to write and rec¬ 
ord the album. I’ve had a lot 
of downtime, which has been 
really nice to live a real life 
again — or what seems like 
one — and I think that really 
informed my writing process 
and experience making the 
album. I was writing from a 
place with a little more 
perspective.

Lambert: Coming back to 
real life was a bit of shock.

What’s dating been like for 
you now that you’re in the 
public eye? 

Lambert: Dating while famous 
is a different animal. It’s a 
different set of challenges. It’s 
a new reality. It makes you 
potentially more desirable 
to this, that and the other 
person, but you also have to 
deal with, “Does this person 
have ulterior motives? What 
is the real reason for the at¬ 
traction?” 

There’s all sorts of other 
layers, and for someone like 
me who thinks far too much 
and is neurotic, that can 
get a little maddening after 
a while. 


You’re a visual performer on 
par with Lady Gaga and Katy 
Perry. Did you think about 
that kind of thing when you 
were writing and recording?

Why he took the job 
in the first place: 


“I didn’t need the 
money, I didn’t need 
more fame.

Because I sit at 
home watching this 
thing, and I’m doing 
commentary to the 
wall.

A few months after squaring 
off Freud and Jung in A Dan¬ 
gerous Method, Canadian 
director David Cronenberg 
is back with Cosmopolis. 
The adaptation of Don De- 
Lillo’s novel follows the 
adventures of young busi¬ 


nessman Erick Packer as 
he makes his way around 
New York in a limousine 
— a journey that is packed 
with violence and sex. No 
one comes out unharmed. 
Alongside Twilight heart- 
throb Robert Pattinson, we 
find Paul Giamatti, Saman¬ 
tha Morton and two French 
actors, Juliette Binoche 
and Mathieu Amalric. 
The winner of the Spe¬ 
cial Jury Prize in 1996 for 
Crash and a hopeful again 
this year with Cosmop¬ 
olis, Cronenberg speaks to 
Metro before the film’s pre¬ 
miere on May 25. 

How did you go about 
adapting Don Lillo’s novel? 

DC: “I wrote the script in 
six days. The first three 
days I re-transcribed the en¬ 


tire dialogue. The following 
three, I added descriptions 
for each scene. The mono¬ 
logues going on in Packer’s 
mind I made into visuals. 1 
am incredibly excited about 
this film and even more so 
Pattinson’s performance.” 

Choosing to cast Robert 
Pattinson in the lead role 
may have come as a bit of 
a shock for some of your 
fans... 

DC: “Rob is a wonderful ac¬ 
tor and I think he will sur¬ 
prise more than a few. Be¬ 
cause he’s young, handsome 
and the star of the Twilight 
Saga, some people have 
come to the unfair conclu¬ 
sion that he is a bad actor. 
1 am well aware of that. But 
1 can assure you that he is 
incredible and a very hard 


worker. I can’t wait to work 
with him again. In fact, I 
even told him I would love 
to cast him alongside Viggo 
Mortensen in the future.” 

Have any celebrities con¬ 
tacted you directly to ask if 
they could work with you? 

DC: “Most of the time they 
tell their agent to tell my 
agent they want to work 
with me. Sometimes I ask 
to work with an actor with¬ 
out knowing if they have 
ever seen one of my films. 
That was the case with Rob. 
It just so happened he was 
very familiar with some of 
my work. On set (for Cos¬ 
mopolis) I remember he 
and Juliette Binoche getting 
into deep conversations 
about obscure French films. 
He’s a film fanatic.” 


Cannes artistic director 
Thierry Fremaux reveals to 
Metro the key to successfully 
executing every film enthusi¬ 
asts’ dream job. 

In a few words, describe 
what your job as artistic dir¬ 
ector entails? 

TF: “The most important task 
is coming up with the final 
selection. We see hundreds 
and hundreds of films, but 
we can only keep 50/60 per 
cent of them. We are also 
aware that our selection 
needs to be coherent and 
approved within the indus¬ 
try. And the rest of the time, 
well, we are busy putting 
together the world’s biggest 
film festival.” 

Does the job require any key 
diplomatic sldlls? 

TF: “Human qualities are 
enough. The same you 
need to get by in everyday 
life! Otherwise, appreciat¬ 
ing other people’s opinion, 
the ability to admire some¬ 
one else’s work and having 
an open mind. I also think 
you need to lead the life of 
an athlete and prioritize 
focus, sleep and diet.” 


Being a film lover yourself, 
do you sometimes have to 
make concessions when it 
comes to your personal lilces 
and dislilces in the industry? 
TF: “No, there are no conces¬ 
sions to make. My job isn’t 
about choosing what I like 
and refusing what I don’t 
like, it’s about making the 
best possible selection. I 
could tell you about lots of 
films I loved that did not 
make it through to the final 
selection.” 

Can you imagine your life 
without the Cannes Film Fes¬ 
tival? 

TF: “I worked in Cannes long 
before getting this job. For 
me, this time of year has al¬ 
ways been special. Now it’s 
exceptionally special.” 

As a teenager, how did you im¬ 
agine the festival to be lilce? 

TF: “As something extra¬ 
ordinary. Not for the glit¬ 
tery, celebrity side of it 
all but for its amazing history 
and cinematic diversity.” 

And now, how do you see it? 

TF: “As a privilege.”

Starting an art collection? Poster art has moved far beyond the 
teenager’s bedroom and into the realm of high design 



Wanting to start curating your 
own art collection at home? 
An inexpensive and easy way 
to start is with vintage (and 
new) posters. 

Vintage posters are highly 
collectable and can be foimd 
at yard sales, through online 
dealers and vintage book 
shops, whereas new posters 
are available at a multitude of 
online retailers and in store. 

“Vintage posters are a great 
way for someone to foray into 
the collector’s world; posters 
can easily be sent aroimd the 
world in shipping tubes and 



there are a multitude of graph¬ 
ics to choose from,” says Troy 
Seidman of Caviar20.com, a 
20th century art and design 
online boutique. 

What’s hot: For the past 
few years, people have gravi¬ 
tated toward collecting vin¬ 
tage posters with themes of 
wine, spirits and food. With 
the anticipated Olympics this 
summer, many collectors are 
focusing on travel and sport- 
related posters. Always popu¬ 
lar poster themes are foreign 
language, superheroes and 
classic movie posters. 

Frame it 

As most posters are sold 
unframed, it’ll be up to you 
to protect your new art by 
framing it appropriately. 

Think simple; people 
tend to over-frame post¬ 
ers with large, very ornate 
frames as if they were 
20(>-year-old Italian paint- 


How to buy: A vintage 
poster can cost $50 to $1,000 
depending on condition, age 
and availabihty whereas a new 
poster can cost $5 to $200, de¬ 
pending on the size, printing 
process and paper stock. 

Most posters ordered on¬ 
line are shipped in a protect¬ 
ive cardboard tube, with the 
framing left to the buyer. 

When shopping for a vin¬ 
tage poster, it’s best to let the 
seller know what themes you 
are interested in buying so 
they can put together a tightly 
curated collection of options 


ings. This takes away from 
the poster itself and most 
often looks out of place. A 
clean-lined dark stained or 
black wood frame usually 
does the best job. For large 
posters, ask about plexi-plas- 
tic front rather than glass; 
although it scratches easier 
than glass, plexi is light¬ 
weight and shatter-proof

Most large home decor re¬ 
tailers like Bed Bath & Beyond 
have cashed in on poster art as 
a popular decor element and 
sell their favourites already 
framed. Keep in mind that 
these posters may look vintage 


but you’ll have to wait a long 
time before they gain collect¬ 
able status. 

If buying posters at auction 
or yard sales, make sure to do 
a good inspection for fading, 
fold lines, rips and tape marks, 
as any of these will decrease 
the collectable value. 

Any poster with an original 
artist signature is a must-buy, 
no matter what the condition.

Desperate Landscapes is here to help 


DIY ideas. It's all about

It’s officially time to begin 
planting and bringing your 
outdoor space back to life.

Put together a plan 

Planning your outdoor 
space can save you from feel¬ 
ing overwhelmed at the gar¬ 
den store where there are 
flowers, shrubs and trees 
aplenty. 

Be aware of the amount of 
sun exposure, weather habits, 
and type of soil in your yard so 
that you arrive at the garden 
store prepared. 

Garden store experts will 
be more than happy to offer 
advice about what plants will 
flourish in your yard. 

Think about the placement 


of walkways and seating areas 
and be sure to incorporate 
a plan for lighting, as well- 
placed lights create a beauti¬ 
ful evening atmosphere and 
can highlight new fohage. 

Lay the groundwork 

It is very important to pre¬ 
pare soil before planting. 

Rent a ground tiller from 
a home improvement store 
if you don’t already own one 
and use it to break up existing 
soil. 

Once completed, add a 
new layer of composite soil 
and then return to the tiller 
to mix the two soils together 
— the soil is now ready for 
planting. 

If you’ve decided to cre¬ 
ate some new walkways, lay 
landscaper’s fabric over these 
new areas to prevent weed 
growth and use metal staples 
to secure it to the ground. 
Place pathway rocks over 
top of the fabric and spread 
them around using a shovel 
until there is about a two-inch 
depth. 

Planting time 

Now that the ground is 
ready, it’s time to highlight 
walkways and seating areas 
with vegetation. Place shrubs 
and flowers in planter boxes 
(if using) before actually plant¬ 
ing to explore different for¬ 
mations and colour combina¬ 
tions. For variety, surround

tall plants with cascading 
plants such as vines. 


Once you have decided on 
their locations, dig appropri¬ 


ate-sized holes for each plant. 
Carefully remove plants from 
their pots, loosen their roots, 
place them in the hole and 
surround with dirt to straight¬ 
en and secure. Loosely spread 
some cedar mulch on any ex¬ 
posed soil around the plants 
as this will help the soil retain 


moisture and add nutrients to 
help them grow. 

The same approach can be 
used whether using planter 
boxes or planting directly in 
the ground.

With vertical gardening, 
you plant on a wooden pallet 
or metal panel, then attach it 
to a wall or prop it up against 
a deck or balcony railing. 

“If you can wake up in 
the morning and look out at 
what was previously a brick 
wall and is now full of green 
living plants, it changes your 
whole outlook on the day,” 
says Curt Alexander, owner of 
Urban Jungle, a vertical land¬ 
scaping company and garden 
centre in Philadelphia, Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

The trick, he says, is to 
arrange the plants so they 
all get enough light, which 
means making sure bigger 
ones don’t throw a shadow 
on the little guys. 

“Most types of plants, 
flowers, veggies and herbs 
will work,” adds David Pren- 
dergast of Greensgrow, an 
urban farm in Pennsylvania. 

Here’s how to make your 
own pallet vertical garden: 

1. Get a pallet. “You can 
dumpster-dive, find one on 
the street, go to any [store],” 
says Prendergast. “They’re 
readily available.” 

Chemically-treated pallets, 
which are painted in colours, 
shouldn’t be used for vege¬ 
tables. 

2. Attach landscape fabric 
to the back of the pallet by 


Tip: Keep the bugs at bay 


Incorporate mountain 
mint and marigolds into 
your pallet. Mountain 
mint wards off mosqui¬ 
toes, and the scent of 
marigolds deters other 
bugs. 


Stapling it all along the edges, 
placing the staples an inch or 
two apart. 

3. Snake a soaker hose (made 
of permeable rubber, so 
water will seep through and 
get distributed evenly) along 
the back of the pallet. 

4. Lay the pallet down and 
fill the spaces with soil, two- 
thirds of the way full. 

5. Plant your plants. About 32 
plants should fill the pallet. 

6. Leave the pallet flat for two 
weeks to give the plants time 
to “get established,” Prender¬ 
gast says. 

Make sure it’s near where 
you want it to wind up, be¬ 
cause it will be heavy. 

7. Stand it up and attach it to 
a wall or balcony railing. 

8. Enjoy your new green wall.

Celebrating all things 
regal should continue as 
guests arrive, says Julie Al¬ 
bert, co-author with her sis¬ 
ter Lisa Gnat, of Bite Me Too. 
You could have waving (dol¬ 
lar store) Union Jack flags in

“Something lighthearted 
always puts your guests at 
ease ... automatically they’re 
having a good time!”

On the cusp of Canada’s first 
long weekend of the summer 
season, many people are get¬ 
ting their summer traditions 
ready for “May Two-Four” 
or the May long weekend — 
think beer, barbecues, camp¬ 
ing and, of course, fireworks 
for the annual celebration of 
Queen Victoria’s Birthday. 

Marking the long week¬ 
end, which is celebrated the 
Monday before May 24, there 
are a number of events across 
the country in which to enjoy. 
However, if you would rather 
skip the crowds and launch 
fireworks at home with 
family and friends, remem¬ 
ber safety is key when light¬ 
ing fireworks, says Sean Mor¬ 
ris, president of Niagara Falls, 
Ont.-based Firemaster Pro¬ 
ductions and vice-president 
of the Canadian Fireworks 
Association. 


“First, always follow the 
manufacturer’s instructions 
that come with the fire¬ 
works,” says Morris. “Also, 
always wear safety glasses 
and have a good-sized pail of 
water beside you.” 

Natural Resources Can¬ 
ada (NRCan) also suggests 
selecting a site that’s fairly 
open and free of obstruction 
for fireworks, not allow chil¬ 


dren to shoot off fireworks, 
launching fireworks from a 
pail or box that is half-filled 
with sand or earth, and keep 
spectators at least 20 metres 
away. 

NRCan also notes that 
if fireworks have misfired, 
don’t attempt to relight them 
— instead, wait half an hour 
and then put them in a buck¬ 
et of water to cool off.

For Edmonton Oil Kings cap¬ 
tain Mark Pysyk, the trip to 
the Memorial Cup this year 
has an extra cachet. 

The 20-year-old Buffalo 
Sabres draft pick expects his 
junior career is pretty much 
done. 

“Chances are it will be 
the last year,” he said as the 
team prepared to head to 
Shawinigan, Que., for the 
four-team tournament.
